Mix together four tablespoons 
sugar and one teaspoon cornstarch 
and add with one tablespoon but­ 
ter. three tablespoons of vinegar 
and a few grains of salt to the 
beet Juice. Gook until creamy and 
pour over the hot beets.

Croustades: 
Cut

square or oblong blocks of bread, 
without crust?, and scoop out the 
centers, making boxes. 
Brush on 
all sides with melted butter, and 
dip in brown sugar (using one- 
fourth cup of butter and one-half 
cup of brown sugar in all) coating 
both inside and outside with the 
butter and sugar. 
Fill with apple 
sauce (use the content* of one 8- 
ounce can of apple sauce). Top 
with another piece of bread also 
dipped in butter and sugar and 
bake in a hot oven -400 degrees 
—until brown, or from ten to fif­ 
teen minutes. 
Serve warm with 
one-half cup of thin cream. wThis 
serves four persons.
